3 means for executing a command, as part of execution of an 

4 application program, to transfer a document between a processing device in 

5 the computer system and a peripheral device; 

6 means for transmitting document data between the processing device 

7 and the peripheral device in response to the command; 

8 means for generating index information associated with the 

9 document data; and 

10 means for archiving the document data with the index information in 

11 a memory in the computer system in response to the command to transfer 

12 the document between the processing device and the peripheral device 

13 transparently to execution of the application program. 

71. (New) The apparatus defined in Claim 70 further comprising: 
means for capturing a source filename of the document, and means for 
providing links between archived document data and the electronic originals.
